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Atticrose had been trading for more than 36 years

MORE than 35 jobs have been 
lost after a Walsall steel firm 
closed its doors. 

Atticrose, based in Robottom Close, 
off Leamore Lane in Bloxwich, Wal¬ 
sall, had been operating for more 
than 36 years but closed indefinitely 
on Friday, October 12 after running 
out of money 

All the company’s staff were told in a meet¬ 
ing with directors and have been given a week’s 
pay. A former employee, who did not wish to be 
named, said the steel fabrication company had 
blamed the closure on failing to land contracts 
in the biomass industry. 

“Employees are now left with a dismal few 
weeks leading up to Christmas having to claim 
unpaid wages from the Redundancy Service as 
well as obtaining unpaid employer pension con¬ 
tributions from the liquidator,” said the former 
employee. 

Liquidation 

He said staff were told that the company, 
which has been advised by FRP Advisory, 
was yesterday, Wednesday, due to be formally 
placed into liquidation. 

FRP Advisory confirmed it is working with 
the directors of Atticrose to review options for 
the business. 

“A further update will be provided in due 
course,” it said in a statement. 

Atticrose was involved last year in taking 
down the iconic silos at the old Goodyear site 
in Wolverhampton. 

Heat treatment furnace firm Bricesco, which 
is also part of Atticrose Group, is continuing to 
trade from the Bloxwich site. 

The former leader of Walsall Council and 
current leader of the council’s Labour group, 
Sean Coughlan, said it was ‘really sad’ to see 
Atticrose close its doors, warning the closure 
was going to have a ‘knock-on effect’ across 
Bloxwich. 

He said: “I have to say they were an excel¬ 
lent company and it’s really sad to see them go. 
Unfortunately, it’s a sign of manufacturing in 
the area. There’s going to be a knock-on effect 
on Bloxwich. I know the kind of impact it has 
on people because we’ve had it happen to the 
lock industry.”

A THREE-year-old Walsall girl with an un¬ 
beatable form of childhood cancer has ful¬ 
filled her dream of becoming a princess for 
the day. Kimora Edie, who has neuroblasto¬ 
ma, was taken on a horse and carriage ride 
around her home town on Saturday. 

Her mother, Charlotte Edie, aged 31, was 
told last week her daughter had just hours to 
live and could stop breathing at any moment. 

She defied those odds to enjoy the horse and 
carriage ride, organised by the Make a Wish 
Foundation, but there is no treatment left for 
her in the UK. 

The Edie family is working with Solving 
Kids Cancer to launch a £300,000 fundraising 
campaign to get Kimora to America. 

Charlotte said Kimora had been in and 
out of drop-in centres for three months since 
January to see doctors because she had stom-

ach pains, drastic weight loss and had been 
bleeding from the mouth. She was diagnosed 
in April after a tumour was discovered in her 
stomach which had spread to her bones. 


The Alumwell Nursery School student has 
been receiving treatment at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital and even had to learn to 
walk again after the tumour put pressure on 
her spine. 

Despite trying chemotherapy and radi¬ 
otherapy, Charlotte was told there was no 
treatment left for her daughter, who is at 
Acorns Hospice. She said: “I knew there was 
something wrong with her but I never could 
have imagined that it would be this. 

“Even if one parent reads Kimora’s story 
and it makes a difference then it is worth it. 

“Mothers and fathers need to trust their in¬ 
stincts when they know something’s up. She 
is a fighter and she is so caring and innocent. 
She said to me that she just wants to go home 
- it’s heartbreaking.”

Rubber stamp due 
on tips hours boost 

A PLAN for recycling centres in Walsall to 
open seven days a week was set to be ap¬ 
proved by the council this week. 

The 13-week trial for the tips in Leamore 
and Aldridge will come into effect in April - 
and will also include one late night opening 
from 8am to 8pm per week at each site. 

Walsall Council has put aside £110,000 
to fund the trial. Environmental bosses 
are taking steps to combat the ongoing 
nuisance of fly-tipping in the borough, 
after the latest annual figures revealed the 
problem cost the public purse more than 
£426,000 in 2017-18. 

Following the change in the council’s 
administration in May, officers have been 
looking at ways of addressing the issue - 
in particular plans to extend opening hours 
at the borough’s recycling centres in Fry¬ 
ers Road, Leamore, and Merchants Way, 
Aldridge. The opening hours for tips were 
reduced in 2014 from seven to six days 
per week with reduced operating hours of 
9am-5pm. 

This move saved the council around 
£248,000 a year. A further saving of 
£98,000 was delivered in 2015 by reducing 
opening at each site by one additional day, 
from six days a week to five. 

Walsall’s Clean and Green Service man¬ 
ager Mark Holden said: “Should the trial be 
successful, opening both sites seven days 
per week will require an amendment to the 
current waste collection policy.” 


COURT 

Not guilty plea by 
murder suspect 

A 47-YEAR-OLD man has denied murder¬ 
ing Edwin Bradley who was found dead 
with serious head injuries at his Walsall 
home. Darren Barnes, from Bloxwich Road, 
Walsall, pleaded not 
guilty to committing 
the offence, and also 
denied stealing a hard 
drive, between July 2 
and July 6 this year. 

The pleas were 
entered when he 
appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
on Monday. The body 
of Mr Bradley was discovered at his house 
in St Thomas Close, Coalpool, on July 6 
when concerned neighbours called police 
after not seeing the 65-year-old for several 
days. A trial has provisionally been sched¬ 
uled to start on January 2.

A WEST Bromwich karate club which 
teaches people self-defence skills and 
trains athletes for major championships 
has been awarded a grant by a special 
Sandwell Council fund. 

Moose Martial Arts has been awarded 
a town grant of £1,739. 

The club, which is run on a voluntary 
basis in Woodward Street, has 40 stu¬ 
dents ranging from the age of four to 60. 
It teaches the Wado-Ryu style of karate. 

The sessions include self-defence, kata 
sparring and pad work and the club also 
helps with preparations for members to 


enter the European and World champi¬ 
onships. 

The funding is providing more equip¬ 
ment to enable trainers to help more 
members to improve their skills and 
hopefully be selected for England. 

Methods 

Councillor Shirley Hosell, town chair 
for West Bromwich, said: “I am very 
pleased to hear that the money has 
helped the club to adopt new teaching 
methods. 

“It is also good to hear that the grant 


has helped to encourage new students to 
attend sessions.” 

Shannon Parsons, from Moose Mar¬ 
tial Arts, said: “The club has received 
the money and it is helping us deliver 
different teaching methods which really 
benefit the young people who attend. 

“It’s helped to encourage new stu¬ 
dents to attend and increased overall 
numbers. We also have a student who 
has represented England at the All Na¬ 
tions Championships in August and will 
be at the Europeans in Ireland in No¬ 
vember.” 


Fears for centre if 
Debenhams closes 


THE potential axing of Walsall’s 
Debenhams store will signal the 
‘death knell’ for shopping in part 
of the town, council bosses have 
warned. 

The struggling department store 
chain is reportedly considering closing 
down a third of its 166 stores under an 
emergency plan aimed at tackling its 
spiralling debts. 

Debenhams put forward 10 stores for 
closure earlier this year - but now council 
bosses say they fear that Walsall’s branch 
in The Old Square could have made it 
onto the hit list. It follows a disastrous 12 
months for retail in the town, with profits 
slumping at the Saddlers Centre, dozens of 
empty shops and Marks and Spencer shut¬ 
ting down after 84 years. 

Councillor Mike Bird, the leader of Wal¬ 
sall Council, said: “The retail offer in Wal¬ 
sall is diminishing every day. The footfall 
has been greatly reduced and there are 
more people outside the shops shaking 
buckets than there are customers inside. 

Prospects 

“We fear that Debenhams will go, and 
if that does happen then it will signal the 
death knell of that part of the town. 

“It looks very much as if they have been 
losing money there for a very long time. We 
can only hope that they look at the trading 
pattern across the whole of the region and 
consider that it might be worth keeping the 
store open.” 

Debenhams is thought to have a lease on 
the Walsall site until 2035. 

In September it emerged that the firm 
had called in restructuring specialists from 
auditors KPMG to look at the possibility of 
negotiating reduced rents for its sites and 
closures of unprofitable shops in a bid to 
restore its fortunes. 

Options could include a company volun¬ 
tary arrangement (CVA) to cut store costs. 

Debenhams has announced a series of 
profit warnings this year.

Two-week 
shutdown of 
JLR starts in 
sales slump 

A TWO-WEEK shutdown has started at 
Jaguar Land Rover’s biggest factory, in 
Solihull. 

More than 9,000 people work at the 
300-acre site, but will still be paid during 
the fortnight-long production stoppage, 
which started on Monday. 

The stoppage has been organised 
in co-operation with trade unions but 
Unite has described the move as ‘deeply 
troubling’. 

It comes as Jaguar Land Rover has 
seen sales falling in recent months, in 
the UK, Europe, north America and 
particularly in its key Chinese market. 

The fortnight stoppage also comes 
after JLR announced a three-day week 
for 2,000 workers at its Jaguar plant in 
Castle Bromwich until Christmas and 
the axing of 1,000 agency workers in the 
spring. 

Causes 

The Wolverhampton engine factory 
on the i54 site, employing around 1,800 
people, is not affected. 

Christian Stadler, professor of strat¬ 
egy at Warwick Business School, said the 
causes of the shutdown were the impact 
of the trade war between China and the 
USA and growing concerns over Brexit. 

He said: “JLR is one of many UK car 
manufacturers heading into troubled 
waters. 

“This shutdown is a short-term meas¬ 
ure, but the company has already laid off 
1,000 jobs across the Midlands this year 
and more cuts will follow if things don’t 
get better with Brexit and China. 

“That will be the biggest worry hang¬ 
ing over the workers and unions during 
the next fortnight.”

A police spokesperson said: “Police are 
investigating reports of a dark coloured 
BMW acting suspiciously in the Stow- 
lawn area of Wolverhampton between 
14 and 17 October. 

“The car has driven past a 17-year-old 
girl on a number of occasions and this 
is being investigated as harassment. 
There have also been reports concerning 
the vehicle near Villiers Primary School. 

“No children have been approached, 
and no physical contact has been made. 
Anyone with information can contact

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Booze could 
be on sale at 
city market 
to aid trade 

BOOZE and late night tipples could 
soon be served to customers at Wol¬ 
verhampton market as council chiefs 
try to boost visitor numbers. 

The market near Cleveland Street 
could play host to a mix of events, 
with longer opening hours and al¬ 
coholic beverages on offer. It comes 
after Wolverhampton Council applied 
for a premises licence for its £4.9 mil¬ 
lion market, which opened to the pub¬ 
lic three months ago. 

A council spokesman said: “All 
Wolverhampton’s market sites hold 
an alcohol and entertainment licence, 
enabling them to hold alternative 
events. The former city centre market 
in Market Square was licensed and 
the new market off Cleveland Street 
has been designed to accommodate 
many future events to boost the visi¬ 
tor economy in the city centre.” 

The market, which relocated from 
its former Market Square base, opens 
between 7.30pm to 4pm Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays. 

Council officers have applied to 
have the possibility of extending open¬ 
ing hours any day of the week, so the 
market could open anytime between 
7am and 12.30am. 

The premises licence application 
also requests entertainment between 
8am and 12am, late night refresh¬ 
ments between 11pm and 12am, as 
well as alcohol sales between 8am and 
12am. 

Mayor after fiobn 
cash injection 

ANDY Street has flagged up £10 bil¬ 
lion of projects across the region to 
global property investors at a major 
showcase.

Fears for village if 230 homes

A CONTROVERSIAL move to build 
more 230 homes will have a major im¬ 
pact on a village after developers were 
given the green light, residents fear. 

Councillors in Essington, near 
Walsall, have vowed to push for a 
judicial review after the scheme was 
approved. They say schools, roads and 
doctors’ surgeries will not be able to 
cope. 

The new estate will spring up on 
land off Hobnock Road after South 
Staffordshire Council waved the plans 
through. 

Locals have been left furious by the 


decision, which will dramatically in¬ 
crease the size of the village. 

District councillor David Clifft, 
who also sits on the parish council, 
said: “Essington, back in 2012, was 
earmarked for no development until 
2028 because it would be over-devel¬ 
opment - the schools and doctors’ sur¬ 
geries are over-subscribed. But then 
the Government came along in 2015 
and said more houses were needed 
than first thought. 

“In my opinion planning officers 
had a knee-jerk reaction. I think this 
will have a major negative impact

on the village, in terms of facilities. 
The school is over-subscribed. It is 
an outstanding school so everyone 
will be clambering to get in there. It 
will take two weeks to get an appoint¬ 
ment at the doctors’ surgery. There is 
no infrastructure on the roads. There 
could be 600 people and at peak times 
that could be a major problem.” 

The sprawling development will 
consist of nine one-bedroom flats, 
nine two-bedroom flats, 23 two-bed 
bungalows, 51 two-bed houses, 76 
three-bed houses. 54 four-bed houses 
and eight five-bed houses. 


Child obesity in borough 
is third worst in Britain 


FEARS are growing for the health 
of children in the Black Country af¬ 
ter more than a quarter of 10 and 
11-year-olds in Sandwell - 28.1 per 
cent, are now considered obese. 

In fact the borough is the third worst in 
the country, just behind two London bor¬ 
oughs in the national tables. 

Walsall is some way further down the list 
with 25.6 per cent of youngsters that age cited 
as obese, but still more than a quarter and well 
above the national average of 20.1 per cent. 

Being classed as obese in the context of the 
youngsters means that they are 20 per cent 
heavier than they should be. 

Last year’s figure for Sandwell was 27.4 per 
cent, and there are a further 14.2 per cent in 
the same age group who are heavier than they 
should be, although, not obese - while 7.5 per 
cent are classed as severely obese, with a BMI 
of 40 or more. 

Overall, more than four in 10 children in 
Sandwell are officially overweight. 

The news follows the publication last week of 
the Wolverhampton childhood obesity figures, 
with the city ranking the fifth worst in the 
country. Some 26.8 per cent of children in Year 
6 - and almost 50 per cent in Bilston East and 
44 per cent in Blakenhall - are classed as obese. 

Meanwhile Dudley, has the lowest rate in the 
Black Country, at 25.5 per cent. 

The figures were published by the National 
Child Measurement Programme, which each 
year measures the height and weight of more 
than a million children in Reception and Year 
6 to assess childhood obesity. 

The data shows that children often develop 
weight problems while at primary school. 

In Sandwell 12.4 per cent of Reception-aged 
children, those aged four and five, are classed 
as clinically obese - up from 12 per cent, also 
one of the highest rates in the country, with 
severely obese children making up 3.6 per cent 
of four- and five-year-olds in the borough. 

Obesity is strongly linked to deprivation, 
with the number of obese children living in the 
poorest areas more than double that of those 
living in better-off places.

Fingerprinting the

Medics want more 
social care funding 

PATIENTS will be left ‘stranded’ in 
hospitals and GP waiting rooms un¬ 
less more money is found for social 
care, leading medics have warned. 

In a letter to the Chancellor ahead 
of the budget, leading British health¬ 
care groups warned that more money 
needs to be ploughed into social care 
and public health services. 

Without investment, “consequent 
demand on NHS services will not be 
manageable”, according to the letter. 
The authors said the funding gap in 
social care services , estimated to be 
£3.5 billion by 2025 for adult care ser¬ 
vices in England alone, needs to be 
plugged as “a matter of urgency”. 

Children witness 
animal cruelty 

MORE than a fifth of schoolchildren 
in the West Midlands have witnessed 
animal cruelty and neglect on social 
media, the RSPCA has revealed. 

The charity said it was seeing 
nearly 5,000 such incidents reported 
each year. More than 400 have been 
reported in the West Midlands in 
2016, 2017 and the first six months of 
2018, and 238 in Staffordshire. 

In response, the charity is launch¬ 
ing its biggest ever education and pre¬ 
vention programme aimed at children. 

Lower interest rates 
help first-time buyers 

FIRST-TIME buyers are driving the 
housing market with the number of 
mortgages handed out to this sector 
reaching its highest levels in over a 
year in August, lenders have reported.

A MAN who stabbed his 
grandmother more than 40 
times in a savage attack in 
her kitchen has been found 
guilty of murder. 

Gregory Irvin, aged 26, who 
had racked up £35,000 gambling 
debts and often took cocaine, 
is believed to have used Anne 
James’ own breadknife to kill her, 
then removed a security camera 
and took her mobile phone to cov¬ 
er his tracks. 

The 74-year-old retired nurse and 
charity volunteer was found dead at 
her Walsall home by a neighbour who 
was contacted after concerned family 
members had been unable to contact 
her. 

The jury took just two hours to ar¬ 
rive at their unanimous verdict fol¬ 
lowing a 10-day trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court. Irvin of Bilboe Road, 
Bilston, who denied the charge, will 
be sentenced on Monday. 

Kind, loving and generous, Anne 
James did not see the bad in anybody 
- a trait that tragically may have led 
to her horrific death. 

Chaotic 

She had operated a Bank of 
Grandma, giving or lending money 
to her devoted grandchildren when¬ 
ever the need arose. She gifted each 
one £5,000 to buy their first cars and 
would also give them interest-free 
loans, entering re-payments into a lit¬ 
tle book she kept in a drawer. 

But one of her grandchildren kept 
coming back for more as his chaotic 
lifestyle spiralled out of control. 

Months before her murder she had 
given Irvin £1,000 to pay off a gam¬ 
bling debt. He had begged, borrowed 
and stolen from all his family - includ¬ 
ing his partner Siana Wilson. 

Eventually Mrs James was asked 


by her daughter to stop giving him 
money. It was a request made from 
the best of motives but it is one that 
police believe may have caused Irvin 
ultimately to ‘flip’. 

The busy churchgoing pensioner, a 
regular at St Luke’s in Walsall, made 
jams and chutneys which she sold for 
charity, storing the money in cereal 
packets, tins and drawers around her 
listed three-storey house in Doveridge 
Place, Walsall. She had around £2,000 
stored around the house at the time of 
her death. 


But none of this money was taken 
at the time of the fatal attack on Feb¬ 
ruary 28, and this gave police an early 
lead. 

Det Insp Harry Harrison, who led 
the murder investigation, said: “That 
first night we didn’t have a clue who 
was responsible. Was it a neighbour, 
a burglar, a stranger murder? There 
was a building site nearby with work¬ 
men milling about. There were a lot of 
possibilities. 

“But as we started speaking to fam¬ 
ily and friends of the deceased, we got 


told that Greg was a bit of a problem 
grandson, with gambling and mental 
health problems, so there were issues 
there. There was no forced entry into 
the house, so no burglary. There was 
excessive injury, raising the question 
of mental health. 

“So our attention focused on the 
grandson and when we got the CCTV 
back of the area, showing him arriving 
and leaving the premises at around 
the relevant time, it was the break¬ 
through we were looking for.” 

Irvin had been treated for depres- 


Murder rate 
for region 
is now at 
10-year high 

THE MURDER rate in the West Mid¬ 
lands is at its highest in 10 years as 
new figures show violent crime con¬ 
tinues to soar. 

The Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) said there were 79 murders 
in the wider region in the year to 
June 2018 - up 30 per cent from the 
previous year. West Midlands Police 
(WMP) dealt with 42 killings and 
there were 10 murders in the area 
covered by Staffordshire Police. 

The figures also show the full extent 
of the region’s knife crime epidemic, 
which Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden today branded 
‘among the biggest crises facing the 
country’. Over the period there were 
4,327 incidents involving blades, in¬ 
cluding 35 murders, 59 cases of at¬ 
tempted murder, 209 threats to kill 
and 1,907 serious assaults. Overall, 
total recorded crime has rocketed by 
seven per cent in the West Midlands. 

WMP dealt with a 21 per cent in¬ 
crease in violent crime, a 16 per cent 
rise in weapons possession, a 23 per 
cent increase in sexual offences and a 
22 per cent spike in robbery. In Staf¬ 
fordshire there were huge rises in rob¬ 
bery and weapons possession offences, 
which showed respective spikes of 30 
per cent and 29 per cent. 

The figures come as WMP Chief 
Constable Dave Thompson revealed 
the force may have to get rid of up 
to 500 officers due to Government 
changes in pension contributions. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
David Jamieson, said: “The figures 
highlight the short-sighted approach 
of the Government by continuing to 
apply cuts at a time when the pres¬ 
sures on policing are increasing.” 

'Chemical leak' 
near rail station 

TEN people were taken ill following 
a suspected chemical leak close to 
Snow Hill railway station. Emergency 
services were called to William Booth 
Lane, off B4100 Old Snow Hill, in Bir¬ 
mingham city centre last Wednesday. 

Three fire crews from West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service attended alongside 
ambulance crews including the spe¬ 
cialist hazardous area response team. 

Police were also called to the scene. 
It is understood fire crews entered a 
hostel opposite to the train station 
around 4pm and headed up to the sec¬ 
ond floor of the block. There were re¬ 
ports of people coughing and receiving 
care from ambulance staff. 

West Midlands Fire Service said it 
was treating the incident as a sus¬ 
pected chemical incident but did not 
believe it was suspicious.

Bird hits out as profits 
for Saddlers Centre fall 


PROFITS at the Saddlers Centre 
have slumped to less than £200,000 
since Walsall Council’s controver¬ 
sial deal to buy it. 

The figure is markedly less than pre¬ 
dicted by the borough’s Labour group, 
which took out a £13.8m loan to buy the 
centre when it was in power in August 
2017. 

The authority is now under Tory control, and 
council leader Mike Bird has accused Labour of 
lumbering them with a ‘huge white elephant’. 

He is even considering calling in external au¬ 
ditors to examine the original deal to buy the 
centre. 

Labour has hit back, insisting the centre was 
a good investment. 

A report to the council says the estimated an¬ 
nual profit at the centre was between £164,000 
and £184,000. 

In March, Labour leader Sean Coughlan 
said the forecasted revenue profit for the first 
seven months of council ownership would be 
£506,000. 

Since then the centre has been hit by the de¬ 
cision of Marks & Spencer to pull out, while 
a significant number of other units remain 
empty. 

Auditors 

Councillor Bird added: “We are seriously 
concerned about what happens when the loan 
comes to an end. Will there be enough capital 
to pay off the balance? 

“This is a huge white elephant and it may 
well be that we bring in external auditors to 
look at the procedure the Labour group went 
through.” 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, the Labour group’s 
deputy leader, said: “It is still giving the coun¬ 
cil a net profit. 

“The main reason for buying it was that it 
gives us control of the main gateway to the 
town centre and any future developments in 
and around Station Street. 

“This is vitally important, as with the arrival 
of HS2 Walsall’s future will depend on its con¬ 
nectivity.”

THE expansion of five schools in Wal¬ 
sall is to be delayed by a year, it has 
been revealed. 

Council chiefs said funding changes 
meant Manor Primary School, St Mi¬ 
chael’s CoE Primary School, Short 
Heath Junior School, Mary Eliot 
School and Oakwood School, would 
now have extra places in September 
2020 rather than next year as was 
planned. 

The expansions at the schools will 
create hundreds of new places once 
they do go ahead. A Council report 
said the delay was ‘in order to allow 
the authority to respond to changing 
trends in demand for pupil places.

FIFTEEN years ago this week, crowds 
gathered around Fleathrow Airport, their 
noses pressed against the perimeter 
wire. As the flight from New York to Lon¬ 
don touched the runway, there was barely 
a dry eye in the audience. 

The plane in question was Concorde, 
and the journey the world’s last super¬ 
sonic flight. Incredibly, next year also 
marks the 50th anniversary since it first 
took to the air. Even today, Concorde is 
a remarkable feat of engineering. Faster 
than the speed of sound, it got you from 
London to New York in about the same 
time it took to drive to the airport. 

And this year also marks 80 years since 
Mallard broke the world speed record, 
hitting 126mph near Grantham. Like Con¬ 
corde, Mallard was remarkable not only 
for what it achieved, but also for its beau¬ 
ty of design. Look at its sleek, futuristic 
lines, and contrast them with the shabby 
old multiple units you find running today’s 
commuter routes. 

The 20th century was the age of the 
artist engineer, visionaries who achieved 
the impossible and created something 
beautiful. Whereas today’s technology 
revolves around dreary computers and 
phone apps, creating a generation of in¬ 
troverted teenagers and putting our high 
streets out of business.

ONCE a year it is legitimate, in fact en¬ 
couraged, for children to don terrifying 
masks and demand money with menaces 
from people sitting in their own homes.

Decorated homes clearly 
invite callers but if they look like an elderly 
person may live there, perhaps a bunga¬ 
low, don’t be a nuisance. 

If the door is not answered prompt¬ 
ly walk away. Try to stay close to home 
where you are more familiar with neigh¬ 
bours. 

While the children may be having a 
scream, remember to others they are 
frightening young terrors demanding 
money with menaces. 

May everyone have the Halloween they 
hope for and only the spirits be frightened 
away.

EARLIER this year, Gateshead Borough Council became 
the first council to launch the first council-owned funeral 
director service. I hope that other councils, including Wal¬ 
sall will look carefully at this. The Gateshead Council’s fu¬ 
neral director offers a basic package from £1,500 to a ‘high 
quality’ package, complete with limos and an engraved oak 
coffin for just under £4,000. 

The council has set up its own company to offer such ser¬ 
vices. The company is run by an experienced director who 
previously worked for a ‘high end’ private firm. Funerals 

are becoming more and more expensive and - 

increasing numbers of bereaved families 
just cannot afford them, especially those 
with no or limited insurance cover. 

There is a requirement of privately-run 
funeral directors who are members of the 
trade association (the NAFD) to give every¬ 
one who enquires about the price of their 
services, a written estimate. The estimate 
should break down the price of each com¬ 
ponent service that is offered. However, do 
all private funeral directors meet this re¬ 
quirement? 

Many bereaved find that there are hidden 
costs that seem to surface later rather than 
sooner. At the sad and emotionally charged 
time of a family death, people can be at 
their most vulnerable and it is possible for 
some funeral directors to take advantage of 
this. I call upon Walsall Council to consider 
this possibility.

A SCARRED cancer survivor 
‘left looking like a monster’ 
because she couldn’t afford 
£5,000 plastic surgery spent 
four years studying to fix her 
own face - for just £150. 

Charlie Battisson, from Wal¬ 
sall, was left with a massive scar 
across her forehead, and another 
which caused her eyebrows to be 
permanently raised after battling 
aggressive skin cancer in 2014.

mous Cell Carcinoma in January 2014, 
after initially dismissing her cancerous 
lump as a stubborn blackhead. 

And within one month, the beauti¬ 
cian had her face cut apart in multi¬ 
ple places, to remove all of the cancer, 
leaving her covered in scars. 

Charlie, who now runs her own cos¬ 
metics company C B Beautiful SPMU 
& Aesthetic, said: “At first I was a bit 
nervous performing it on myself, but 
I knew it was the only way I could fix 


my face. I went for courses and learnt 
how to do all of the procedures, and 
I bought materials to sort myself out. 
Overall it cost me roughly £150 to cor¬ 
rect my face, and I just have to keep 
topping up my Botox and micro-blad¬ 
ing on my eyebrows when my face 
starts to slip. 

“I’m trying to teach people that 
scars don’t have to define you and 
don’t have to mean the end of self-con¬ 
fidence.”

Father of autistic girl 
beats gagging order

A DEVASTATED father who was gagged by a 
council after he criticised his severely autis¬ 
tic daughter’s care says he was ‘disgusted’ 
by the authority’s actions. 

The 50-year-old, who has been named only as Jere¬ 
my, launched a social media campaign as he believed 
his 17-year-old daughter Bethany, from Walsall, had 


been placed in a care unit 

She has been in a facility 
in Northampton for nearly 
two years and the heart¬ 
broken dad said he had 
been forced to kneel down 
and speak to his daughter 
through a metal hatch. 

He insists the setting is 
not suitable for Bethany 
and, rather than helping, is 
harming her and she is be¬ 
coming increasingly scared 
and anxious due to her 
condition - pathological de¬ 
mand avoidance (PDA). 

Walsall Council tried to 
silence the former college 
lecturer by taking out an 
injunction but the outraged 
father is now free to speak 
out after winning a High 
Court battle, which has 
landed the authority with a 
hefty legal bill. It’s claimed 
Bethany’s care is costing 
the NHS £13,000 a week. 
Council bosses launched 
action after getting wind 
of Jeremy’s complaints on 
Facebook and Twitter. 

Jeremy said he felt the 
council tried to silence him 
to protect its reputation. 
However, bosses at the au¬ 
thority said they took action 
to try to protect Bethany’s 
privacy. The teenager was 
placed at St Andrews Hos- 


unfit for her needs.

pital. He said he decided 
to speak out ‘because of 
her plight’. Jeremy said: 
“She found herself in isola¬ 
tion before she was moved 
into what I call a seclusion 
room - a 10x12 cell with a 
metal door. She was falling 
apart in front of my eyes. I 
tweeted about it and then 
was asked to go on a radio 
programme. 

“Walsall Council ap¬ 
proached me and asked me 
to stop tweeting as they felt 
it was invading Bethany’s 
privacy. They then told me 
they were serving an injunc¬ 
tion on me.” 

Jeremy, who is now a 
truck driver and lives in 
Harborne, Birmingham, 
was shocked by the actions 
of the local authority. 

Charity Mencap hired two 
top barristers to fight his 
case. Walsall Council said: 
“Walsall Council did not 
seek an injunction to stop a 
father from making public 
statements about the care 
of his daughter but a rather 
narrower restriction on the 
publication of information 
such as could or might iden¬ 
tify her. ”

The old Little London School with it’s clock tower, the headquarters of Wedge Group 


Historic school is 
taken over by firm 


AN historic former school in Wil- 
lenhall has been given a new 
lease of life after being taken 
over by a business. 

The old Little London JMI School, 
on Stafford Street, where the icon¬ 
ic clock tower still stands, has been 
transformed into the headquarters of 
Wedge Group Galvanising, which has 
been based in the town for 150 years. 

The move is part of a multi-million in¬ 
vestment which has seen the former school 
undergo a complete refurbishment, trans¬ 
forming it from a crumbling relic. Little 
London closed more than a decade ago and 
had been abandoned ever since. 

The firm, which is the largest hot-dip 
galvanising organisation in the UK with 
14 plants around the country, has its roots 


in Willenhall with records showing John 
Wedge to be running a galvanising business 
in the town as early as 1869. 

It has been based at its current site, fur¬ 
ther along in Stafford Street, since 1876, 
but bosses decided a bigger site was needed 
for around 20 staff. The clock tower has 
been refurbished and protected as part of 
the redevelopment. 

Wedge managing director Chris Wool- 
ridge said: “We’re very much looking for¬ 
ward to opening our new headquarters on 
the very street where the foundations of our 
business began. We’re also thrilled to have 
restored the clock tower, which is of great 
significance to residents of the town. 

“Our investment will see this historic 
site, which has been derelict for more than 
a decade, given a brand new lease of life and 
the opportunity to be a revered landmark in 
the community once again.”

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Wolves fan hit Baggies 
supporters on train 


A WOLVES supporter punch¬ 
ed two teenage Baggies fans 
on a train, a court has heard. 

Andrew Cushley, of Swancroft 
Road, Tipton, appeared before 
Walsall Magistrates Court last 
Thursday. 

The 47-year-old pleaded guilty to 
two charges of common assault, but 
only on the basis the teenagers had 
been verbally assaulting his friend, 
and the assault was not football re¬ 
lated. 

But prosecuting, Alisha Bartimus 
dismissed his claims and said Cushley 
had approached the two teenagers, 
saying, ‘Albion youth are we?’. 

She added it was an unprovoked at¬ 
tack by the Wolves fan. 

Unprovoked 

The charges related to an incident 
on a train in Wolverhampton on Sep¬ 
tember 29. 

Shabeer Qureshi, defending, said: 
“The basis of plea the defendant will 
plead guilty to - charges of common 
assault - are the defendant was on the 
train and was informed by a female 
friend she had been verbally abused 
by two teenagers in a group. 

“The defendant approached them 
about their behaviour and upsetting 
his friend. The group were all intox¬ 
icated. 

“The defendant asked if they liked 
abusing women and they laughed. 

“He threw three or four punches. 
The defendant accepts his actions 
were reckless. 

“The defendant denies any football 
teams were mentioned and this was 
not football related.” 

But Mrs Bartimus said the basis 
of the plea was not acceptable to the 
crown.

“The victims are 17 years of age,” 
she said. 

“The victims were West Bromwich 
Albion supporters and on the train the 
defendant approached them and said 
words similar to, ‘Albion youth are 
we?’. 

“The victims were both punched to 
the face area. The crown say it was 
completely unprovoked and was foot¬ 
ball related. 


“It has been some time since the de¬ 
fendant has been before the courts.” 

Chairman of the magistrates, Claire 
Brentnall, accepted his basis of plea 

- as they felt it would not make a 
significant difference to the sentence 

- and adjourned for three weeks for a 
pre-sentence report to be prepared. 

Cushley will next appear back before 
Walsall Magistrates Court on Novem¬ 
ber 9.

Chase set to 
be mountain 
bike venue 
for games 

THE organisers of the 2022 Common¬ 
wealth Games in Birmingham have 
confirmed the 17 sports and 12 ven¬ 
ues - including in Cannock Chase and 
Sandwell - that will definitely be used 
for the 11-day event. 

The programme includes all of the 
Commonwealth Games Federation’s 
mandatory sports plus 3x3 basketball, 
diving, mountain biking, para-triath¬ 
lon, rhythmic gymnastics, track cycling, 
track para-cycling and wheelchair bas¬ 
ketball from the list of optional sports. 

Archery, beach volleyball, cricket, pa¬ 
ra-table tennis and shooting are not cur¬ 
rently on the list but may be added after 
a review of costs and athlete numbers is 
completed in the spring. 

Twelve of the 17 sports confirmed at a 
launch event at Birmingham’s National 
Exhibition Centre on Friday will be 
staged in existing venues across the city. 

The NEC itself hosts boxing, judo, 
table tennis, weightlifting and wres¬ 
tling, while badminton takes place in 
the NEC Arena. Gymnastics’ home will 
be Arena Birmingham, while Birming¬ 
ham University will stage the hockey 
and squash, with the rugby sevens at 
Villa Park. The athletics and opening 
and closing ceremonies will be at an up¬ 
graded Alexander Stadium. 

The triathlon will be staged at Sutton 
Park and Sandwell’s new pool is host¬ 
ing the diving and swimming. In a bid to 
keep costs down and spread the benefits 
of staging the Games, the lawn bowls 
will take place at Royal Leamington 
Spa, Cannock Chase hosts the mountain 
biking and the netball competition will 
be hosted by the Coventry Arena. 

The only venue not in the West Mid¬ 
lands will be London’s Lee Valley Vel- 
oPark, which hosts the track cycling a 
decade after it was one of London 2012’s 
most popular stages. 

The Games will take place from July 
27 to August 7.

Breakdown of gripes 
over Walsall council 


SEVENTY-TWO complaints about Wal¬ 
sall council were received during the 
financial year 2017/18, a report shows. 

The figures were down from 79 from the previous 
year, were reported by the Local Government and 
Social Care Ombudsman (LGSCO). 

Its role is to investigate complaints about the range 
of local authority functions and services. 

The complaints received showed 17 were made in 
relation to adult care services, seven on benefits and 
tax, seven on corporate and other services, 19 on ed¬ 
ucation and children’s services, four on environment 
services, five on highways and transport, three on 
housing, and 10 on planning and development. 

Of the 72 complaints made about various council 
services, 71 were upheld and advice given on one 
matter. In a letter to Walsall Council’s chief execu¬ 
tive Dr Helen Paterson, LGSCO Michael King said: 


“I would stress that the volume of complaints does 
not, in itself, indicate the quality of the council’s per¬ 
formance. 

“High volumes of complaints can be a sign of an 
open, learning organisation, as well as sometimes 
being an early warning of wider problems. Low 
complaint volumes can be a worrying sign an organ¬ 
isation is not alive to user feedback. Last year, we 
highlighted our plans to move away from a simplis¬ 
tic focus on complaint volumes and instead turn our 
focus onto the lessons that can be learned and the 
wider improvements we can achieve.” 

Walsall Council assurance officer John Pryce- 
Jones added: “The Ombudsman can investigate com¬ 
plaints about how the council has done something, 
looking at the council’s administrative practice, and 
at how the service has acted in the matter concerned, 
but cannot question what a council has done simply 
because someone does not agree with the outcome.”

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"Homeless 
in spotlight 

WALSALL Manor Hospital is to form 
closer ties with the borough council in 
a bid to help tackle homelessness. 

Hospital bosses will inform the 
local authority when homeless peo¬ 
ple are being discharged to try and 
ensure they receive support. It is part 
of a plan to improve communication 
between the two bodies in an effort 
to stop vulnerable people slipping 
through the net. 

Council chiefs have stepped up ef¬ 
forts to tackle homelessness in the 
borough over the last year, including 
extending the opening of a refuge cen¬ 
tre earlier this year due to the cold 
weather. It is also hoped it will prevent 
homeless people returning to hospital, 
freeing up much-needed beds. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, who 
has helped lead efforts to tackle home¬ 
lessness in Walsall, said: “It is a must 
because people spend time in hospital, 
they get fit for discharge and are effec¬ 
tively discharged back onto the street. 
How long is it before they end up back 
in hospital? It’s a win-win situation.”

He added: “I was going past the 
Wetherspoons and I wanted a drink 
and the horse said she wanted one as 
well with a ‘neigh’. 

“I think she wanted a drop of whis¬ 
key to warm her up. 

“She was cold so I took her in with 
me. They were all clapping when I 
walked in.” 


The pair were in the pub for around 
five minutes but were asked to leave 
by pub staff. Asked why, one worker 


said: “[It’s because] It’s an ‘oss in the 
pub!” The 62-year-old, who has had 
Paige for four years, said of his com¬ 


panion: “We’re bang on - we’re very 
close and she follows me anywhere and 
everywhere. 


“It’s a family thing. My grandfather 
and father had the same with horses. 

“I keep her in a stable in a field 
nearby and the kids come over to 
stroke her and feed her.” 

Mr Dudley added: “It’s like taking 
a dog for a walk, I take the horse for a 
walk in the town and the kids love her. 

“She comes into my home if it’s cold. 
I’ll keep her warm and then I take her 
back out and put a blanket on her. 

“She likes to play about, she’s very 
playful and the kids ride her in the 
town. 

“I live about 10 minutes from the 
town centre and I regularly take her 
on walks. 

“She’s brilliant with me. She knows 
when I’m coming and all the neigh¬ 
bours love her to pieces. She follows 
me almost everywhere - a bit like a 
dog.”

“MOTORING 


Economic new petrol 



By Ian Donaldson 


How times change. Just a few months ago 
Volvo reckoned most buyers of its smallest 
SUV would want a diesel doing the work. 
They don’t think so any more. 

Which makes the introduction of a smaller 
petrol engine option into the handsome - and 
European Car of the Year winning - XC40 
about as timely as could be. 

This new 1.5 litre three-cylinder engine is 
expected to take a fifth of all XC40 sales, 
helping push the range’s combined diesel 
offerings into a minority 40 per cent of sales. 

And to think that not so very long ago (mere 
months, actually) everyone wanted a diesel 
in their SUV because of the likely economy at 
the pumps. 

Changed 

Then the world changed and now we’re 
supposed to hate diesels enough to want 
to ban them from city centres and think 
‘unclean, unclean’ when one passes us on the 
motorway. 

Well, there’s good news on the economy 
front if you take the petrol route - the lively 
little T3 unit now on offer manages up to 
45.6mpg in the official test and showed 
47.0mpg in the real world on a mixed set of 
streaming roads for its road test debut. 

That encouraging economy (backed up by 
144g/km tailpipe emissions) is made to shine 
brighter still by a starting price of £27,350 for a 
Momentum trim level XC40, making it the least 
expensive way into the model range. 

Paying less for your Volvo than many makes 
with less fancied badges charge for their

rivals doesn’t mean you face a life of slow lane 
misery without any of the goodies that help 
pass away the miles. 

That little engine is near silent most of the 
time, only raising its voice to a distant and 
typically endearing three-pot thrum when 
asked to give its all. Stirred along by a sweet 
six-speed manual gearbox (an auto is coming) 
it provides enough performance to pass 
muster as the family carry all, with a 124mph 
top speed and 9.4 seconds to 62mph. 

Riding on 18ins alloy wheels the XC40 
made a fine job of levelling out some typically 
unkempt British minor roads and - wipers on 
fast as the heaven’s opened - skimmed safely 
along the motorway. 

That tempting price brings a Momentum 
grade car - and many won’t want an upgrade 
after scanning a standard equipment list that 
includes satellite navigation, climate control, 
18ins alloy wheels, cruise control, rear parking 
sensors and safety systems that parcel in fully 
automatic emergency braking. 


Still fancy a bit more? Then you can move 
up through R-Design (sporty looks) to 
Inscription (luxury emphasis) and add Pro 
versions of each with bigger wheels, heated 
seats and more. 

Diesels (boo!) start at £28,750 for a D3 
Momentum and XC40 prices top out for 
the moment with the £37,050 T5 Inscription 
Pro with all-wheel drive and automatic 
transmission. 

The XC40’s nicely restrained looks on the 


outside are different enough to distinguish this 
Swede (even if now Chinese-owned and built 
in Belgium) from a clutch of its mainly German 
rivals which, you may think, are starting to look 
like peas from the same pod. 

The same individual approach carries on 
inside, where Volvo is almost proudest of the 
practicality built in to every nook and cranny. 
Moving the big bass speakers from front doors 
to dashboard frees enough room for a laptop, 
tablet and water bottle. How very sensible and 


so Swedish. It has also built in enough room 
for a couple of six-footers to sit comfortably 
behind a pair of similarly-sized mates in the 
front. 

The decently proportioned boot continues 
the cleverness with a parcel shelf that stores 
beneath the floor. 

Specify your XC40 with an automatic 
gearbox (that’s nearly all of them) and there’s 
even space beneath the central armrest for a 
box of tissues...

Chris Dawson passes on a few tips to Joseph Masi 


Having a ball by 
hitting the wall 


IT’S been described as the world’s healthiest 
sport. But while there are more squash courts in 
England than any other country - 8,500 in fact - 
the amount of people playing the game is falling. 

But thousands of players recently picked up their rack¬ 
ets to celebrate World Squash Day. 

And Wolverhampton Lawn Tennis and Squash Club is doing 
everything it can to encourage people to take up the sport. 

The club runs with the slogan ‘Get healthy, play sport and make 
friends’. And coach Chris Dawson, who gave me my first squash 
lesson, believes the game is perfect for anyone looking to improve 
their health and fitness. 

“The aim for us is to get more people to give squash a go - be¬ 
cause we’re confident once they do, they will take to it straight 
away,” he said. 

“It’s a great game for fitness and I’d encourage anyone of an 
age to get involved because there are so many different sides to 
the game. 

Different 

“There are a few simple rules. But there are so many different 
shots you can play. 

“You can play with power and hit the ball hard and fast. But 
it’s very easy to slow that down. Everyone can find their niche. 
It’s all about controlling the ball, concentrating all the time and 
being one step ahead. 

“It’s like a game of chess, everyone has a weakness - it’s about 
finding that.” 

With more than 1,000 members, Wolverhampton Lawn Tennis 
and Squash Club has a variety of ways people can get into the 
sport. Courts can be hired between friends, one-on-one lessons 
are available and there are also leagues for people looking for a 
competitive edge. 

But it is the club’s ‘mixer’ sessions that are ideal for newcomers, 
with players able to go up against different people while learning 
new skills. 

“The great thing here is that there is always somebody who 
wants a game,” Dawson continued. “We have over 1,000 members 
and there is something for everybody. 

“You can book a court, have individual lessons and there are 
also internal leagues. 

“Our mixer sessions are also popular and take place on a Tues¬ 
day, Wednesday and Friday and everybody is welcome. We nor¬ 
mally have a group of around eight people turn up so we open four 
or five courts. 

“You then play against each other but, often it won’t just be

a game. One of the coaches will set a certain routine to help you 
improve your game. In a game, all you think about is winning the 
rally. But if you’re given a routine, you are trying to do something 
with the ball and it quickly helps you to improve.” 

While some people may find it daunting to walk into a squash 
club, Dawson - who recently moved down from Lancashire - says 
everyone is made to feel welcome in Wolverhampton. 

“I have only been here about a month but everyone has been 
very friendly and very welcoming,” he continued. 

Slower 

“And here you can go at your own pace and make the game your 
own. The first step is to come down and try it and you can pick it 
up at any age. 

“There are people here in their 80s playing squash. There is also 
racket ball, which is slower and has a bigger ball which bounces 
more and gives you more time.

As well as encouraging older people to take up the sport, Wol¬ 
verhampton Lawn Tennis and Squash Club also wants to see more 
youngsters playing the game. 

The club runs coaching sessions for youngsters aged between 
five and 17. And Dawson is eager to get more through the door.
